the futuure, 

In both houses the. measure was 
signed within a few minutes after the 
jfinal vote in the senate, and it was 
Sent at onee to the white house, where 
President Wilson signed it at 9,23 
Sunday morning. , 

Officials of the brotherhood, wh 
witnessed the final passage of the 
| bill, hagl-announced early in the night 
| that “¢gancellation of the strike would 
not ordered until the bill had bee: 
signed. But later they conferred and 
flashed the code messages signalling 
to the waiting trainmen of the coun- 
try that a satisfactory settlement had 
been secured. 

The bill that stopped the strike pro- 
ides that after January 1, 1917, eight 
hours shall be regarded as‘a basis of 
reckoning for a day’s pay of men en- 
gaged in the operation of railroad 
trains in interstate commence (ex- 
cepting roads less than 100 miles long 
and electric lines); that they shall re- 
ceive pro )rata'pay for work in excess 
of eight hours, and that their rate of 
compensation, shall not be changed 
pending an investigation for six 
te nine months of the effect of the 
‘eight-hour day upon the railrodds. by 
a commission to be appointed by the 
president. é

REGISTRATION 


‘New System Will Practically 
| -be National Registration--- 
| New Recruiting Staff *j 
| Being Organized.

The personal of the government's 
new staff of directors vo. national ser- 
Vices who will constitute the recor 
Saenized recruiting Staff of the Do- 
minion will be announced shortly. 
The new recruiting plans which have 
bees under consideration for same 
weeks past by the cabinet wil! involve 
a radical change in the somewhat hap- 
hazard and unco-ordinated methods: of 
Hc p:.st. 

The militia department will con- 
tinue to look after the details of re- 
cruiting efforts under the supervision 
of district officers commanding, but 
a serious effort will now }e made un- 
der the direction of a staff of cave- 
fully selected men to segure what will 
be in effect national reyistration and 
the directing of each man-as far as 
practicable to his most useful sphere 
of national war service. . The schenie 
embraces not only organized, 
thorough and economic efforts to wet 
recruits for overseas service by local 
and direct canvass of eligible rien, 
but it.also contemplates obviating 
any undue interference with nece asary 
production at home, either indu.trial 
or agricultural, through the sending 
of men to the war who might do bet- 
ter national service by continuing jn 
the prsent vocations at home. The 
details of the scheme are now being 
workéd out. The main -diffieulty 
Seems to be to get suitable men for a 
position demanding. good judgment, 
executive ability and a comprehensive 
grasp of the many sted requirements 
and phases of war work. There is, 
so.far as can be learned, no intention 
of putting literally into effect a geri- 
eral notional registration cf all males 
of military’ age, but by careful organ- 


subsequent utilization of intelligence 
officers for recruiting it is expected 
that the same results. will be  ob- 
tained as has been obtained in Great 
Britain, New Zealand and Australia, 
through direct national registration. 
There is no thought of resorting to 
compulsory military system. It is 
believed by the government that there 
is no need for compulsion. for the 
present at least.

Divide the rabbit 
into neat joints, flour th-m well, and 
place on the breadcrumbs, cover with 
rashers of pork or bacon, add half a 
pint of milk and water mixed, and 
cook slowly for an hour and a half. 


Onion Dumplings 


Chop one-quarter of a pound of suet 
very finely:and add one-quarter, of a 
pound of onions, also finely chopped. 
Add one-quarter of a pound of flour 
and a seasoning of salt and pepper. 
Mix all together with a little milk and 
water, making very soft. Form into 
tiny balls and boil for one hour in 
stock or water. . 

Apple and Banana Trifle 

Take six bananas and slice them 
thinly, put them into a glass dish. 
Stew one pound of apples, sweetened 
to taste, and allow them to cool, then 
add to the bananas; crumble in three 
stale penny sponge cakes. Make a

Inexpensive Homemade Brawn 


‘Clean one sheep's ‘head, and put it 
in. a@ saucepan’ with’ two quarts of 
water. Boil it slowly till the meat 
comes off the bones, then remove 
the bones, add a’ large’ onion, sliced, 
a little chopped parsley, and a season- 
ing of pepper and salt. Boil all td- 
gether for one hour, then pour into 
a@ mould and leave till next day. This 
makes about two pounds of brawn. 


To Re-heat. Cold Beef 


Cut about one pound of coald roast 
beef into slices. Melt an ounce ot 
butter ina saucepan; and add to it 
two ounces of streaky bacon, cut into 
dice, and add one onion sliced. Fry 
these to a light brown. Then put in 
the slices of beef, and pour three 
quarters of a pint of tomato sauce 
over all, and cook slowly for half an 
hour without allowing the contents to 
boil. Serve with squares of fried 
bread round the dish. 


Macaroni and Meat Balls 


Break six ounces of macaroni into 
small pieces, and put it into boiling 
water with a little salt for fifteen 

_thinutes. Put a slice of stale bread 
into a basin, and pour a gill of hot 
stock over it. Beat_up one egg, drain 
the macaroni and season it with a 
pinch of sweet herbs. Beat up the 
bread with a fork and mix with it 
a pound of cold cooked meat, finely 
minced, add the macaroni and the 
beaten egg. Mix all together and 
put into a buttered basin, press it 
firmly _down, cover with buttered 
paper, and steam for-one hour. Turn 
out and serve with brown gravy.

LORD ROBERT CECIL 


Ecoentrip, But Hard Worker and a 
Coming Politician 


A third son of the late Marquess of 
Salisbury, Lord Robert Cecil, who has 
been added to the Cabinet in his ca- 
pacity of Blockade Minister, is un- 
doubtedly one of the successes of the 
war. He did not go into political life 
until 1906, when he was forty-two, and 
after his younger brother, Lord Hugh 
Cecil, had attained a great reputation 
in the House of Commons, Lord 
Robert first chose the law as his pro- 
fession, and, while owing nothing to 
the heritage of a.great name, promptly 
won his way to the front rank at the 
Bar. 

Lord Robert was eminently fitted 
to act as Minister in charge of the 
naval blockade, for as a pupil of the 
late Lord Gorell and Lord Justice 
Moulton he acquired great knowledge 
of mercantile and commercial cases, 
There is no more hard-working man in 
political or legal life than-tord Robert. 
There ts only one thing to be said 
against him-—‘he is a positive disgrace 
to his tailor.” (We are quoting the 
words of another member of the 
House.) This, in a great measure, is 
true, for Lord Robert—tall and angu- 
lar—has a. marked stoop of the should- 
ers which causes his clothes to “hang 
upon him,”*to quote a sartorial ex- 
pert. Lately he seems to have become 
rather more eccentric in his appear- 
ance.. He displays a decided fondness 
for a shabby lounge suit and a soft 
black hat of the type affected by the 
extreme socialist, with the front part 
of the brim turned down over his eyes.
